Applicant's arguments filed 1/16/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Heredia needs user interaction to download IR codes 
from a network and therefore the process is not automatic, and therefore does not meet 
the claim limitation. The cited portion of Heredia discloses that "codes may be 
downloaded on an as needed basis by system 20." The portion does not mention that 
the user is involved in this process, and it is interpreted as disclosing a system that 
automatically downloads codes without user interaction. The rejection stands.
